1. (Withdrawn/Currently Amended) A method for adjusting a brightness ofaMqmd 
efystal display screen of a system, the method comprising: 

determining whether there are user signal inputs; 

switching the system into an IDLE mode if there are no user signal inputs; 

determining central procc aa iiiM processor unit usage indicative, of whether r.^oi^ 
display related processes are running when in the IDLE mode; and 

adjusting die brightness of the liquid crystal display screen when in the IDLE 
mode based on central processing processor unit usage. 

2. (Withdrawn/Currendy Amended) The method according to claim 1, wherein 
determining eetrtml processor unit usage comprises determining a content of a registry of an 
operating system of the system. 



3. (Wididrawn) The method according to claim 2, wherein the registry comprises

determining central processing processor unit activity indicative of whether certain 
display related processes are running : and 

dimming a brightness of the display screen when the central processing processor 
unit activity falls below a minimum threshold. 

14. (Currendy Amended) A computer-readable medium having stored thereon a 
sequence of instructions which, when executed by a processor, cause the processor to perform 
the steps of: 

monitoring a system [[for]] to determine whether certain display related processes 

are running : 

maintaining the brightness of a display if the certain display related processes are 
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running; and 

reducing the brightness of a display if die certain display related processes are not 

running. 

15. (Original) The computer readable medium of claim 14, wherein the system is a 
computer. 

16. (Original) The computer readable medium of claim 14, wherein the display is a 
liquid crystal display screen. 

17. (Currendy Amended) The computer readable medium of claim 14, further 
comprising: having stored thereon a sequence of instructions which, when executed by a 
processor, cause the processor to perform the .step nf mnnitoHng for user input signals. 

18. (Currendy Amended) The computer readable medium of claim 14, furdier 
comprising having stored diereon a sequence of instructions which, when executed by a 
processor, cause die processor to perform the step of determining whether die system is 
powered by an internal power source. 



(Wididrawn/ Currendy Amended) The computer-readable medium of claim 14, 
wherein die monitoring step comprises determining a central processor unit usage amount, and 
comparing said central processor unit usage amount against a reference amount.

(Withdrawn/Currently Amended) The computer-readable medium of claim 1 9, 
wherein determining a central processor unit usage amount comprises determining information 
contained in a registry.
